Members of the memorial tablet 
committee today said Dr. Henry W. 
A. Hanson, president of Gettysburg 
College, would be asked to permit stu­ 
dents to represent the principal char­ 
acters in the presidential party which 
came to Gettysburg from Washington 
for the dedication of the National 
Cemetery. 
To Get Special Costumes 
It is planned to secure students 
who most nearly resemble the various 
dignitaries in the party to participate 
in the pageant, and costumes ot Lin­ 
coln’s time will be rented to lend a 
additional realistic touch to the sim­ 
ulation. 
Members of the committee sa> ? the 
pageant idea has met with really re- 
from 
many local residents, 
nothing like it having ever been a t­ 
tempted here. The pageant, it is be­ 
lieved by the committee, would be an 
added incentive for residents of neigh­ 
boring triwms and cities to come to 
Gettysburg for the dedicatorial exer­ 
cises. 
Scouts Solicit Funds 
It is the plan of the committee to 
have the pageant as near historically 
correct in every detail as is humanly 
possible. 
No expense will be spared 
to make it so, one committee member 
stated. 
Gettysburg Boy Scouts have been 
soliciting funds for several days for 
the memorial tablet and the other ex-: 
penses in connection with the dedica­ 
tion in November.

Claims It Insufficient 
William Hersh, attorney for the 
Dillers, said the award was insufficient, 
! owing, he said, to the intrinsic value 
of the Diehl dam site which was in­ 
cluded in the strip of land condemned. 
The board of viewers has not yet 
filed its schedule 
of damages and 
benefits. When that is done, ten days’ 
notice for a hearing will 'be given. 
The hearing has been scheduled for 
September 28. After the hearing, the 
viewers may 
either 
modify 
their 
award or allow the figures to stand. 
On the board of viewers are R. E. 
Wible, Gettysburg attorney, and P. S.
